SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording known as Dog Show is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is due to the fact that the publication promotes and supports 
bestiality. 

The publication is a video recording which includes footage with poor sound and 
picture quality. This footage explicitly depicts a woman using a dog for the purpose of 
facilitating sexual activity. The rest of the video recording consists of part of a 
televised pop concert for charity. 

The publication promotes and supports bestiality as the footage involves depictions of 
people manipulating animals in order to use them for their own sexual pleasure. The 
depictions are explicit and present bestiality as a viable and enjoyable sexual activity. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this 
is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable 
limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of "a free and 
democratic society" to limit the availability of publications that promote and support 
bestiality. 
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
